he California Public Utilities Commission (CPUC),

in ongoing efforts to enhance Pacific Gas and Electric
Company’s (PG&E) ability to meet its safety obligations,
has approved the utility’s regionalization plan, which
the CPUC ordered PG&E to pursue as a condition of
CPUC approval of the utility’s bankruptcy plan.

PG&E’s service area will be divided into five specific
regions: North Coast, North Valley/Sierra, Bay Area,
South Bay/Central Coast, and Central Valley. Creating
regions is designed to improve the utility’s safety activi-
ties and local responsiveness.

“The CPUC’s bankruptcy decision required regional
restructuring so that PG&E would be more present
in the community and better able to serve the diverse
values and needs of its customers,” said CPUC Commis-
sioner Clifford Rechtschaffen. “Regionalization is one
of the many ways we are looking to see if PG&E has
transformed itself into a safer, more reliable, and more
customer serving utility since emerging from bankruptcy
two years ago.”

The CPUC directed PG&E to hold town hall meetings
in the five regions until the completion of the regional-
ization plan and report to the CPUC on its implementa-
tion activities. In addition, a Regionalization Stakeholder
Group will be formed to monitor PG&E’s performance
in the implementation of the regionalization plan. =

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Additional Area Code Comes to 707 Region

I n order to ensure that phone numbers
continue to be available to meet the
demand in the geographic region served
by the 707 area code, the CPUC ap-
proved a second area code (called an
overlay) that will provide additional
numbering resources while minimizing
customer inconvenience. The new area
code to overlay the 707 area code is 369.

The 707 area code, serving portions of
Del Norte, Glenn, Humboldt, Lake,
Marin, Mendocino, Napa, Solano, So-
noma, Tehama, and Trinity counties, is
projected to run out of available prefixes
(the first three numbers after the area
code in a phone number) by the fourth
quarter of 2023.

An area code overlay adds a second area
code to the geographic region served
by the existing area code. Therefore,
multiple area codes co-exist within the
same geographic region. Existing 707
customers will retain their area code and
specific telephone number(s). Custom-
ers will continue to dial the three-digit
area code for all calls to and from tele-
phone numbers with the 707 and 369
area codes. The price of a call will not
change due to the overlay. Customers
can still dial just three digits to reach
911, aswellas 211, 311, 411, 511, 611,
711, and 811.

Below are some tips to help prepare for
the area code overlay:

* Contact security or alarm vendors
to update dial-up numbers to avoid
a break in security routines and con-
tacts.

* Reprogram equipment or features,
i.e., automatic dial, speed-dial, call
forwarding, modems for computer
or Internet dial-up access, etc.

* Update items like stationery, checks,
etc., to include your area code + tele-
phone number.

* Provide your area code and telephone
number, not just the telephone num-
ber, as needed.

* When asking for someone’s number,
remember to ask for the area code,
too.

* Remember that the previous area
code and the new area code will co-
exist within the same geographic
region.

An area code overlay adds

The 707 area code was created when it
split off the 415 area code in 1959. The
707 area code serves the cities of Ameri-
can Canyon, Arcata, Benicia, Calistoga,
Clearlake, Cloverdale, Cotati, Crescent
City, Dixon, Eureka, Fairfield, Fern-
dale, Fort Bragg, Healdsburg, Lakeporrt,
Napa, Novato, Petaluma, Point Arena,
Rio Dell, Rio Vista, Rohnert Park, Saint
Helena, Santa Rosa, Sebastopol, So-
noma, Suisun City, Trinidad, Ukiah,

On January 3, 2022, San Gabriel Val-
ley Water submitted its 2023 General
Rate Case application requesting CPUC

approval to increase its rates for water
service in its Los Angeles County and
Fontana Water Company divisions for
2023-2025.

San Gabriel Valley Water is requesting
to increase the Los Angeles County
division’s gross annual revenues by
$10,791,000 (or 13.1 percent) in
2023; $4,847,000 (or 5.2 percent) in
2024; and $5,044,000 (or 5.1 percent)
in 2025. If San Gabriel Valley Water’s
rate request for its Los Angeles County
division is approved by the CPUC, the
average residential monthly bill with a
% x ¥%-inch meter using 11 cubic feet
of water per month would increase by
approximately $5.52 (or 7.7 percent)
in 2023, by $9.54 (or 12.4 percent) in
2024, and by $4.73 or (5.5 percent)
in 2025.

San Gabriel Valley Water is requesting
to increase the Fontana Water Com-
pany division’s gross annual revenues by
$9,202,000 (or 11.3 percent) in 2023;
$5,164,000 (or 5.7 percent) in 2024;

and $5,281,000 (or 5.4 percent) in
2025. If San Gabriel Valley Water’s rate
request for its Fontana Water Company
division is approved by the CPUC, the
average residential monthly bill with a
% x ¥%-inch meter using 11 cubic feet
of water per month would increase by
approximately $4.64 (or 5.9 percent)
in 2023, by $9.29 (or 11.2 percent) in
2024, and by $4.85 or (5.2 percent)
in 2025.

San Gabriel Valley Water supplies water
to the general public in the counties of
Los Angeles and San Bernadino, serving
approximately 97,750 customers.

The CPUC welcomes remote atten-
dance and comments on San Gabriel
Valley Water’s requests at the public
forums, as public comments will help
the CPUC reach an informed decision.
The Administrative Law Judge assigned
to the proceeding is scheduled to is-
sue a Proposed Decision in the case for
